The morals of your 
children as well as their mental advancement, will be well looked after. 
As the school is worthy of your support, we hope the Association will pat- 
ronize it more extensively in the future than in the past. Art and music are 
taught in the school . "*"

EDUCATION. 

The Report on Education was called for, and read by the Chairman, Jos- 
Shackelford. This report and the general subject of education was dis- 
cussed by Brethren Howerton, C. G. Lynch, J. White and Jos. Shackel- 
ford, and then adopted as follows : Your committee to whom was referred 
the subject of Education beg leave to report as follows ; We are glad to 
know that the subject of education is receiving more attention irom Bap- 
tists than ever before in our history. Our people, generally, are becoming 
more interested in the education of their children, and feel more and more 
the necessity of having an educated ministry. Our Institutions of learning 
will compare favorably with the best in the land, whether State or denom- 
inational schools. It is not necessary in this report to speak of the impor- 
tance of educating our children. This has been placed before our people 
again and again, and we are assured that they, generally, appreciate its im- 
portance, and value. We have common and high schools and colleges 
placed within easv reach of all, and none need go without an education, for 
the want of schoo'ls. To our young brethren, who feel called of God to* 
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preach the gospel, and wish to prepare themselves for this great work, we 
commend Howard College, located at East Lake, near Birmingham, and 
the Southern Theological Seminary at Louisville, Ky., and the High 
Schools within our own Association. 

If they are not prepared to enter college, they can prepare themselves at 
the Male and Female. Institute at Moulton, now under the charge of Prof. 
G. T. Howerton, assisted by our esteemed Brother Prof. C. G. Lynch. 

This is a good school, worthy of patronage. All ministerial students are 
received free of charge. These gentlemen are experienced and efficient 
teachers. Howard College, also, opens wide its doors to all ministerial stu- 
dents. We have now in that Institution a chair of Theology, and its Prof. 
Rev. D. I. Purser, will pay special attention to ministerial students. The 
Seminary at Louisville, is one of the be6t, if not the best Theological In- 
stitutions in the United States. Those ministerial students who are pre- 
pared to do so, would do well to take a partial, if not a full course in the 
Seminary. We also call the attention of our people, who have daughters 
to educate, to the Judson Female Institute at Marion, Ala. This is a school 
of the highest order, and deserves the patronage of the Baptist of the State. 
The Central Female College at Tuscaloosa, is another good Baptist school. 

We would not close this report, without again calling the attention of the 
Baptists of the Muscle Shoals Association to their own school at Moul- 
ton. This is our school, belonging to our Association. It proposes to give 
instruction equal to any school of the same grade. Baptists should pat- 
ronize it for it is worthy of patronage, and because they ought to sustain 
their own schools, when they offer the same advantages as others. If we 
■do not sustain it, we cannot expect those not Baptist to do so.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

The Report of ihe Executive Board was read by Brother C. G. Lynch 
and after remarks by Brother O. D. Gibson, was adopted as follows : The 
Executive Board to the Muscle Shoals Association ; dear Brethren, wj 
found at our first meeting after the last Association, after setting aside the 
amounts for certain purposes as per order of Association, we had only $240 
left for Associationai missions, we divided this equally amongst districts Nos. 
1, 2 and 3. In District number 1, Brother Speer was placed on a salary of, 
-$10 per month for eight months. He was to begin on the 15th of October, 
and preach on Saturdays, and Sundays. He was requested to try to get 
his congregation to pay him enough to put in the other four months of the 
year. District number 2 was given to Brother Lyon, for one-fourth of his 
time for $80. District number 3, was given to Brother T. J. Weaver, for 
three-fourths of his time. He was instructed to begin October 15th and 
continue to January 1st, 1887. Then to suspend his work till May, 1st, '87. 
In obedience to the instructions of the last Association, the Executive 
Board has held or endeavored to hold four meetings in different parts of the 
Association. The first at Moulton, was well attended. The second at 
Macedonia, in Franklin county was attended by three members of the 
Board. The third was attended by two members, and the fourth at Bethel 
in Lawrence was attended by two members df the Board. While only a 
few members of the Board visited those various appointments, not enough 
to transact business, there being no quorum only at Moulton, yet we are 
constrained to believe, that much good has been done by these meetings.

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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The great commission, from which every true minister of Christ derives 
his authority to preach, is an express command to engage for life in t;.e 
work of Foreign Missions. Even Peter, who, for a time, was sent special- 
ly, to preach to his own people, was expressly selected by, the Holy Spirit, 
(Acts 10; 19.) to announce the blessing of the gospel to the Gentiles. Home 
Missions in any given locality, could have no existence, if Foreign Missions 
had not first planted the gospel there. Every Baptist church in this coun- 
try maj- trace its origin through past generations to foreign mission work. 
Every true chuich of Christ owes its existence to the life giving principle of 
foreign missions. And through that spiritual law of its very nature, spon- 
taneously radiates light in every direction to regions beyond. Thus did the 
church at Antioch, in Syria, by command of the Holy Spirit, send forth 
Barnabas and Saul to carry the gospel to other heathen nations; and thus 
has many a modern church of Christ in heathen lands, furnished monev 
and sent missionaries to other benighted regions of heathendom. Thus a 
church of Christ in any age, in any land, under any circumstances, was, and 
if still existing is, in its very nature, a foreign missionary church, and everv 
true christian member thereof a foreign missionary christian. All that such 
a church member lacks in this regard, is owing to his want of information 
or of consecration to the service of Christ or of both. But there are anti- 
mission Baptists, and they have existed in every age of the gospel. They 
have a very ancient, even a scriptural, if not a commemi.able record . 

The Apostle John, in his 3d epistle, characterizes one of them by the 
name of Diotrephes, who refused to receive the missionaries sent by the 
apostles, prating maliciously against John and his brethren, and turning out 
of the church those who would receive them. The church that fails to 
draw its missionary life from Christ is like a walking skeleton, and soon 
ceases to live, But a missionary church and missionary church members 
are not such as merely acknowledge the correctness of the missionary prin- 
ciple, or even believe in their own personal obligation to sustain missions, 
but they are such as honestly, according to their ability, practice what they 
profess. u O missionary baptist are practically anti-missionary baptist ! 

The history of modern baptist missions, dating specially from the times 
of Carey, about one hundred years ago, soon followed byjudson, depicts a 
scene of wonderful progress, and of self-sacrificing devotion to our heaven- 
ly Master. But while India and Burmah were blessed with gospel truth, 
China and Africa and regions under the dark and cruel rule of Romanism 
in Europe and America were scarcely thought of for missionary enterprise. 
But our hearts swell with gratitude at the cheering news we now have 
from over five great foreign missionary fields, comprising the populations 
of probably more than two-thirds of the whole human race. 

In the empire of Brazil, in South America, our southern board has three 
recently established missions with 14 missionaries, native and foreign ; bap- 
tisms, 30 ; members. 175. This young mission has had great success, and 
is now subjected to severe persecutions, an unfailing harbinger of still more 
glorious triumphs. The progress of our Mexican mission has been truly 
wonderful, and their territory now extends through four Mexican states, 
from Texas to the Pacific ocean. Bro. Powell speaks of organizing ten new 
churches, which will make eighteen, while they have but four ordained min- 
isters. The baptisms reach 100, making their membership 350, while 150 
were awaiting baptism. They have 100 pupils, and have contributed $823 
to the good work. 

The Italian mission has 1 5 missionaries, native and foreign ; baptisms 26, 
making 306 members. It is constantly growing. 

In China, with a population of 400,000,000, we have only 54 native and 
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foreign missionaries ; baptisms, 46 ; members, 677 ; pupils, 203 ; contribu- 
tions, $699 tl, besides $ 000 by a converted native, Wong Yeur San, who 
built a chapel and preac es in it three times a week. The government has 
made christian missions .ree in the whole empire, and baptist, who alone 
carry a perfectly pure _ "*pel, ought to enter in by hundreds. 

In the vast and yet lit le known continent of Africa, we have but 16 mis- 
sionaries, native and fb- ign ; baptized, 36 ; members, 138 ; 32 having died ; 
pupils 284. Total : In all our missions we have 116 missionaries, native 
and foreign ; the baptisms are 228 ; church members, 1561 ; churches and 
stations, 65 ; schools, 25 ; pupils, 587 ; contributions in the mission fields, 
$3012.61. 

To our brethren of the Muscle Shoals Missionary Baptist Asseciation we 
would say, that the fields are white unto the harvest on every hand, that la- 
borers and preachers are needed to carry the gospel to a thousand million 
perishing human beings ; and how can they gO except they be sent ? and how 
can thev be sent unless you contribute largely of your money to pay their 
travelling expenses, and" support them in their fields of labor ; Let us gath- 
er more and more light for ourselves on this great subject of christian duty, 
by more closely and prayerfully studying the word of God, and by habit- 
ually reading our own religious newspapers, and keeping ourselves informed 
in the current of missionary news, and on Jtheir instructive and practical 
comment on this all-ir^ortant work for Christ The special vehicle for 
such enlightenment is ur official Foreign Mission Journal of Richmond, 
Va., in which we may obtain fresh from the wide field of gospel work, the 
soul inspiring letters of devoted missionaries, with deeply interesting facts, 
and knowledge of race and countries, together with matured thoughts of 
our best informed brei .»ren in this line of study, and withal a minute detail 
of every cent of monev received from every state, every Association, every 
church, and every man woman and child th*t wish their contributions no- 
ticed, as well as of every cent expended in the work. Let twenty-five mem- 
bers of a church pay twenty cents apiece and have a package of twenty-five 
papers sent monthly to cne person, and by him distributed to all'. Every one 
of us is a steward of the manifold grace of God. It is required in stewards 
that a man be found fa hful, and every one of us must hereafter account 
for himself and his faithfulness to god.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

The State Mission Work is indeed highly important, and becomes more 
so with each succeeding year. The resources of wealth that are being dis- 
covered and opened up, are attracting people from every direction to our 
own loved state. As the multitudes pour in upon us, our responsibilities in- 
crease, and we should put forth every effort to meet these responsibilities, as 
valiant soldiers of Christ. We gather from the report of the State Board, 
that with a membership of 90,000, 1,400 churches and near 800 ordained 
ministers, we are giving only $7,387.33 to state missions. 

For the past year, there have been 47 missionaries employed for all or a 
part of their time, and nine colporteurs. Our noble brethren who constitute 
the State Board, realize the importance of extending the work, but cannot 
for the want of funds. Will not the 3095 Baptists of the Muscle Shoals 
Association, come up with their contributions until the $12,000 asked for 
.mall be given, and the desires of the Board to aid weak churches and supply 
places of destitution with a living ministry, be fully carried out. Oh. that 
the light of God's truth may shine into the heart of every individual mem- 
ber of the churches of this Association, until they shall realize that it is their 
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duty to give of their means for the spread of the gospel, that it may be to 
others as it has been to us, the power of God unto Salvation!
